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November  30,  1940  (Shora  I.*)),  that  is,  Novombor  30  of  the  29th 
y.-;ar  of  tho  RoDublic  of  China,  as  v'ell  as  all  dociunonts  a  fi’iJtoC 
thereto,  shall  l.nse  validity  on  tho  day  upon  which  this  Treary 
shall  become  effective.
